in the hold-harmless language 
and to refer the matter to the 
Township attorney to draw up 
the agreement. 

It was understood by the 
Commission that the permit 
was to be issued for six months 


and they would have to 
address the issue again at that 
time. Eventually, if this matter 
becomes a long-standing issue, 
the ZBA will likely to imple- 
ment the May 15th date as 
spelled out in the ordinance.

Lego’s are “High-Tech” in the 
Silver Room at Summit Academy 


The Silver Room students 
have taken playing with 
Lego’s to a whole new level.
